Ban Fire Runs
In L. A, City
Territory

Until a working agreement
and compensation with the Los
Angeles city fire department is
perfected, the Torrance city rive
department will not cross city
lines to fight fires in the fu-
ture in Los Angeles Shoestring
Strip territory.

This was the decision of the
city council last night after Di-
rector John Stroh of the Public
Safety (police and fire) depart-
ment had reported that the
Board of Fire Underwriters has
notified him that insurance poli-
cies on Torrance ‘fire apparatus
do not cover going out of city
limits.

Councilmen  recalled that the
Los Angeles department will not
battle blazes outside of Los An-
geles city limits whenever those
boundaries aré known. Stroh
said that about one-third of all
fire calls answered by the local
department (at a cost of $30 per
run) are for blazes in either Los
Angeles city "or Los " Angeles
county territory.
